Paul 
‘and the Christian part of the congre- 
gation, both Jews and Gentiles, were 
compelléd to withdraw to the lecture- 
room of Tyrannus. Tyrannus was 
probably a Gentile. who had a school 
of philosophy, aid Paul may have 
seemed to the sians to be, only 
one of, the wandering professors of 
philosophy who were so numerous at 
Ephesus. : * 
Two Fruitful Years, verse 10.—For 
years Paul continued .to teach in the 
school of Tyrannus, and “all that 
dwelt in Asia heard the word of the 
Lord, both Jews and Greeks.” With- 
in easy reach of Ephesus were the 
other cities of the Province of Asia, 
onthe western shore of Asia Minor, 
and during these years all the Seven 
Churches of Asia mentioned in Rev- 
elation 1.4, 11 were probably found- 
ed. Visitors: to the city on their re- 
turn carried news -of the great 
preacher to. every out-of-the-way 
jcorner of the province. 4 
Special Miracles Wrought By Paul, 
verses 11, 12,—God was the power, 
Paul the instrument. hesus was 
the center of magical arts and prto- 
vided a ready atmosphere for: mani- 
festations such as are recorded’ in 
verse 12. “The handkerchief was 
the ‘sudaria’ used to wipe the sweat 
from the workman's face, and the 
apron was the ‘semicircula’ or work- 
man’s short apron.”—Bartlett.

OWN WEATHER BUREAU 


So concerned are the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways with the vagaries of 
wind and rain, cloud and_ sunshine, 
heat and cold, that they maintain 
their own weather bureau. Every 
eight hours, day and night, clicking 
telegraph keys report to divisional 
headquartérs throughout Canada, 
“what’s doing” in the way of weather. 
The reports’ determine the tempera- 
tures of refrigerator and heater. cars 
and also determine the crop yields to 
be hauled to market by the railroad, 
so that, months before harvest time, 
nearly 40,000 grain cars can be dis- 
tributed throughout the prairies to 
handle the grain movement. Track 
repair work is likewise affected and 
the loading of trains depends on the 
weather since a sudden cold snap re- 
duces by as much as thirty per cent 
the tonnage a locomotive can pull.

Trapping While Attending School 
Supporting themselves by trapping, 

two children, aged seven and nine, en- 
jdured the hardships of winter in the 
north country living in a tent so that 
they could attend school.
